After special committee hearings on the subject of 
Greenfield Square, the cons.ensus ■ ahd conclusions of the 
Fort Wayne Urban League were as’ follows? 

I. The Public Housing Authority should not be

a. Throughout the nation, Public Housing.Authorities 
have a terrible track record, in that over 700 Greenfield Square- 
type projects are either in defaulfe, insolvent, or in one or 
another form of bankruptcy, 

b. Whenever Public Housing Authorities are running 
the project, there inevitably will be political pressure and 
involvement, one way or another, usually to the detriment of the 
project. 

c. It would be virtually impossible to get the kind 
of stable , personalized management necessary for the success of 
such a project with the government directly involved. 

II. The project should be taken over by a non-profit 
organization with a proven record of success in similar undertakings

Therefore, it should be a condition on the new 
ownership that; 

a. Enough of the original buildings should be 
demolished or remodeled to the extent necessary to relieve the 
impacted condition of the present project. 

b. There should be special units available for the 

elderly and infirm, as well as adequate recreational area for 
the youth. • 

c. There should be free space for the relevant social 
agencies like the Social Security Office, Welfare Social Services, 
and possible a branch of the Trustee's Office, available exclusively 
to the tenants. 

d. There should be sufficient security furnished by 
the management to assure the residents of reasonable and acceptable 
peace and quietude in their day-to-day living.
